T housands of 

new homes are 
being built across 
Hackney as part of 
the Council’s commitment 
to improve its housing 
estates for residents. 

This is part of a 10-year 
regeneration programme 
to create more than 2,500 
properties for social renting, 
shared ownership and 
private sale. So far 201 
homes have been completed, 
including in Finsbury Park 
Place, on Seven Sisters Road, 
and Dunnock Mews, near 
Hackney Downs park. 

The next phase of work 
will take place at Colville 
Estate, Tower Court, Bridge 
House, Marian Court, St 
Leonard’s Court, Aikin 
Court, and Lyttelton House. 

Tenants are re-housed 
while the Council negotiates 
to buy back leaseholders’ 
homes. The existing 
properties are demolished 
and replaced by better 
quality homes for residents, 
who can then move back in. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 


Hackney Homes and 
Regeneration Estates, said: 
“This is about building 
better homes for the 
thousands of people who 
live on our estates. These 
are residents who help make 
Hackney the fantastically 
diverse and vibrant borough 
it is and they deserve a 
decent roof over their heads. 

“Many of these properties 
were built in the last century 
and are no longer fit for 
purpose. We work with 
residents on the design of 
the new homes, engage and 
keep them informed every 
step of the way and make 
sure they receive market 
rates for their old home. 

“We’re committed to 
making sure residents can 
remain on their estates, and 
leaseholders can swap their 
current home for a brand 


new one while losing none 
of the value.” 

The Council pays the 
market value for each home, 
as assessed by a surveyor, 
based on recent sales of 
similar homes in the area, 
as well as 10 per cent of its 
value in compensation, plus 
moving costs. 

Leaseholders can swap the 
mortgage on their property 
for a new home on their 
estate, living rent free in the 
interim, and through shared 
equity pay no rent on any 
proportion the Council 
retains if it is higher value. 

The Council also offers a 
shared ownership option, 
where leaseholders can 
choose to buy a greater 
proportion of their new 
home. This can address any 
gap between values of old 
and new properties. 


The proportion of homes 
for social renting/shared 
ownership and private sale 
is split roughly half and half, 
with all new Council homes 
built to meet high standards, 
including the Greater 
London Authority’s London 
Housing Design Guide. 

If leaseholders and the 
Council cannot agree on a 
sale, the Council can apply 
to the Government for a 
Compulsory Purchase 
Order (CPO), but 
must prove the estate’s 
regeneration is in the public 
interest. Disputes over 
valuations are resolved 
separately at a tribunal 
established by the judiciary. 

A meeting of the Council’s 
Cabinet on 30 September 
will consider approval to 
begin the CPO process for 
some properties on the 
estates being redeveloped in 
the next phase.

New sport 
hub opens 


F uture athletics 
stars now have a 
home in Hackney 
after world 

champion 400m runner 
Christine Ohuruogu 
launched a new 
athletics facility at Stoke 
Newington School. 

The gold and silver 
Olympic medallist was 
joined at the launch by 
an eager class of sports 
students. She tested out 
the new track, answered 
questions and shared some 
advice with the aspiring 
young athletes. 

Christine said: “The 
400m is a hard distance. 
They say nobody picks 
400m ... 400m picks you. 
The training is hard, and 
you have to be disciplined, 
but it’s really worth it.” 

When asked if she is 
allowed to eat junk food 
Christine admitted scoffing 
the occasional snack, but

stressed the importance 
of putting the right ‘fuel’ 
into your body. 

She added: “As an athlete 
you need your body to be 
the best it can be and that 
means eating well. You 
wouldn’t put diesel in a 
Porsche and expect it to 
run properly.” 

Young people at the 
school jumped at the 
chance to show off some 
of their skills. 

Rose Sharpies, 14, from 
Stoke Newington, said: 

“I’m really looking forward 
to racing. The old surface 
used to be slippery so this 
will be much better.” 

Her classmate, 14-year- 


old Ashley Lewis, also 
from Stoke Newington, 
added: “I’d like to be a 
professional athlete, maybe 
400m or triple jump. I’m 
pleased we have a proper 
track to practice on.” 

The facility was built 
as part of Hackney’s post 
Olympic legacy. It cost 
£366,000 and was funded 
by England Athletics, Sport 
England and the London 
Marathon Trust. 

Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care, and 
Culture, Cllr Jonathan 
McShane, who attended 
the opening on 1 8 
September, said: “I’m 
delighted that athletes of all 


ages and abilities now have 
a place to hone their skills 
in Hackney. 

“This new facility means 
the London Olympics 
will leave a living legacy 
here in the form of a new 
generation of talented 
young athletes.” 

The facility boasts a 
sprint straight, a long jump 
straight and pit, a high 
jump area, a running trail 
around the school, and a 
heavy throws wall. 

It will be used by pupils 
and the wider community, 
including the mixed-ability 
Hackney Hurricanes 
Athletics Club. 

Stoke Newington 
School headteacher, Annie 
Gammon, added: “I believe 
that athletics is a great 
participation sport for 
everyone and, of course, for 
some, the facility enables 
them to develop towards 
elite performance.” 


HACKNEY has joined forces with 
seven other councils in the 
capital to take legal action 
against the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) for preventing 
local authorities from 


capping rents in new 
publicly-funded homes. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson 
has banned councils from setting 
rent levels in new homes being built 
with state subsidy, as part of planning 
permission requirements. 

This means the default rent for new Government funded 
homes will be set at up to 80 per cent of market rates, a 
level introduced by legislation in the Localism Act 201 1 
and known as affordable rent. 

In Hackney, market rate rents for a two-bedroom flat can 
vary between £1 ,520 and £3,600 per month, and the 
Council is concerned that rents set at 80 per cent 
of these levels will be unaffordable for people on 
low incomes. Most housing associations or councils 
charge social rents, which are less than half of 
market rent levels. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “This is about 
making sure that local people can actually afford to live 
in taxpayer-funded homes built in Hackney in future.” 


Fire staff to strike on 25 Sept 


THE Fire Brigade Union has confirmed that its members 
will go on strike on Wednesday, 25 September. 

The four hour national strike over pay and pensions will 
impact on the sorts of calls the service will be able to 
respond to, but the Union has confirmed its members will 
return to work if there is a major incident. 

The strike will take place between 1 2noon and 4pm and 
the London Fire Brigade have contingency plans in place - 
including contracting former fire fighters to step in where 
necessary. The Council is working with Hackney’s LFB 
Borough Commander, Hackney Homes and Homerton 
hospital to ensure emergency plans are in place. 

Residents are encouraged to take extra care during the 
strike, as a limited number of available fire engines and 
officers means not every call will be responded to. For 
example, engines may not respond to non-house fires and 
will be unable to attend broken down lifts or automatic 
call outs triggered by fire alarms. 

In the event of fire, residents should still dial 999.

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The straight 
and narrow 
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Smoking ban flouted in cafe 

A CAFE owner was fined £1 ,1 20 when her business 
became the first in Hackney to be successfully prosecuted 
for failing to prevent smoking. 

Eren Hussein, who runs Havana Cafe, on Lower Clapton 
Road, was prosecuted by the Council after environmental 
health officers discovered two members of the public 
smoking at the cafe on 25 February. 

Members of the environmental health team had been 
trying to work with the business for more than a year prior 
to the incident to provide a legal way in which to allow 
shisha smoking. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member 
for Environmental Health, said: “We 
try to work with businesses to help 
them provide a legal structure 
to allow smoking but we will 
prosecute owners who continue 
to flout the ban.”

Hours cut at The Dolphin pub 

THE Dolphin on Mare Street has been told to reduce its 
opening hours after complaints from the Met Police about 
crime levels at the venue. 

The police called for a licensing review after it was 
discovered that The Dolphin had the highest number of 
reported crimes of any venue in the borough. 

Licensing committee members reduced the pub’s opening 
hours from 4am to 1 ,30am after hearing from police that 
80 per cent of crimes took place after 1 am. 

The Dolphin’s managers also offered to limit the capacity 
of their outside smoking area and fit a noise limiter 
following complaints from residents. 

Cllr Emma Plouviez, the Council’s Chair 
of Licensing, said: “We’re aware that 
The Dolphin is a popular pub and that 
some people will be disappointed 
that it will be closing earlier, this 
decision was not taken lightly but 
was taken in order to reduce crime 
and the impact on residents.” 




New creative hub, BL-NK, to support 


A UNIQUE venue for 
the borough’s creative 
business community is 
set to open in the heart 
of Shoreditch. 

BL-NK is a 3,200 
square foot urban space 
in East Road, due to 
open on 25 September. 

It has been created as a 
hub for showcasing local 
projects and encouraging 
investment in Hackney. 

Building on the success 


of its award-winning 
Hackney House initiative, 
the Council and partners 
are launching BL-NK as 
a space to support local 
arts, technology and 
fashion businesses.

A: That’s right, drink cartons are now recycled at a new 
plant in Yorkshire instead of being sent abroad. You can 
put all types of food and drink cartons in your green sacks 
or estate recycling bins. For food cartons, it’s best to rinse 
them first so they don’t smell. If you’re out and about you 
can also put cartons in the recycling on the go bins which 
you’ll find on streets around Hackney.

Hackney school reaches for the STARS and signs up for European cycle challenge 


TYSSEN Primary School 
in Hackney has become 
the first in England to join 
a European project aimed 
at boosting the numbers 
of children walking and 
cycling to school. 

The Council is one of 
nine local authorities from 
across Europe running the 
pilot projects as part of 
the STARS (Sustainable 
Travel and Recognition for 
Schools) programme aimed 


at reducing the number of 
cars used on the school run. 

Some 80 per cent of 
journeys to and from 
school in Hackney are less 
than one mile, and because 
they take place during 
rush hour, they generate 
a significant amount of 
carbon emissions. The 
Council aims to shift at 
least five per cent of these 
journeys from car to cycle.

P UPILS at a special 
educational needs 
school in Stoke 
Newington have 
started the new academic 
year in a new building. 

The Garden - which 
is a merger of Horizon 
and Downsview schools 
- boasts state-of-the-art 
facilities designed to help 
children flourish. Features 
include a splash pool, 
soft play rooms, and a 
community cafe run by 
older students. 

The school was built 
on the site of the former 
Horizon primary school 
in Wordsworth Road, by 
McLaren, in two stages 
to keep disruption for 
pupils to a minimum.

designed to cater for pupils’ 
needs. It has two outside 
play areas, a sports hall, 
adaptable learning spaces, 
and multi-sensory rooms. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Education and Children’s 
Services, said: “The new 
building is going to make a 
real difference for staff and 
pupils at the new Garden 
school. It’s a fantastic 


building and I’m sure they’ll 
enjoy getting to know their 
new school. 

“We’re now in the final 
stage of our Building 
Schools for the Future 
programme, which will see 
all of Hackney’s secondary 
and special educational 
needs schools rebuilt or 
renovated.

I would encourage anyone

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ESIDENTS who 
may be at risk of 
having contracted 
Hepatitis B, 
Hepatitis C or HTV are 
being advised to take a free, 
confidential test at one of 18 
participating pharmacies in 
the borough. 

Many people with these 
diseases do not realise, 
because symptoms can be 
mild or go unnoticed. 

However a simple test 
can clarify the situation. It 
involves pricking a finger 
to get a few drops of blood, 
which is then sent to a 
laboratory. Results can be 
collected within two weeks. 

Those at risk of having 
Hepatitis B or C include 
anyone who was born, or 
had surgical treatment, 


in Asia, Africa, South 
America, Pacific Islands, 
Eastern Europe or the 
Middle East. 

Other risk factors include 
having a blood transfusion 
or organ transplant in the 
UK before 1991, or having 
a tattoo or piercing in 
unregistered premises or 
with non sterile equipment. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “I would 
encourage anyone who may 


be at risk to visit their local 
participating pharmacy 
and take this quick and 
confidential test to find out. 
You can then take control 
and get treatment.” 

Participating Hackney 
pharmacies will display a 
window sticker advertising 
the free test. 

Residents can also 
get tested at a newly 
refurbished sexual health 
centre at Homerton 
hospital. The Clifden 
Centre provides modern 


facilities for the treatment 
of sexually transmitted 
diseases, including HIV, 
as well as sexual and 
reproductive health 
advice, prevention and 
support services. 

The building has over 30 
treatment and consultation 
rooms and a garden annex. 
It offers a walk-in service 
and specialist clinics for 
young people under 25 and 
men who have sex with 
men.

T HIS month is the 
400th anniversary 
of the opening of 
one of the most 
remarkable engineering 
projects ever undertaken 
in London: the New River. 

Water was essential to 
the city, but no reliable 
supply system had been 
developed since those built 
by the Romans had fallen 
into disuse. By Tudor times 
water came from wells, local 
rivers and streams, and was 
pumped along conduits 
from springs. It was also 
inevitably taken from the 
highly polluted Thames. 

The lack of a supply 
system was partly due to 
water not being regarded as 
good for drinking, perhaps 
because of contamination, 
with people preferring 
‘small beer’ fermented from 
malt. Clothes washing and 
personal hygiene were also 
not priorities and indoor 
sanitation was unknown, 
but water was needed for 
preparing food, for animals, 
and for some industries. 

An Elizabethan gentleman 
named Edmund Colthurst 
first proposed the idea of 
bringing fresh water into 
London from north of the 
city by building a ‘river’. 
Queen Elizabeth I died 
before Colthurst could 
obtain the royal charter 
he needed to go ahead, so 
he had to wait until James 
I succeeded to the throne, 
setting to work in 1604. 

Starting from springs near 
Ware in Hertfordshire, three 
miles of the waterway had 
been completed by early 
1605, but then the City of 
London authorities became 
interested and appointed

a committee to investigate 
what Colthurst was doing. 
Subsequently the project 
became bogged down by 
legal and financial wrangles. 

For reasons now not 
entirely clear, leadership 
of the scheme was taken 
over in 1609 by Hugh 
Myddleton, brother of 
Sir Thomas Myddleton, a 
member of the investigative 
committee. Myddleton 
and his partners 
offered to take on 
all costs, although 
Colthurst still 
received a weekly 
payment and four 
_ of the original 36 
shares that split 


Work restarted in 1609, 
creating a wide, shallow 
channel that followed the 
winding contours of the 
land with a fall of four 
inches in every mile, so the 
water would flow naturally 
downhill rather than 
having to be pumped. But 
progress was not without its 
problems. There were claims 
that road transport between 
Ware and London would be 
seriously disrupted by the 
work, whilst landowners 
protested that their fields 
would become swamps 
due to water seeping from 
the channel, and that their 
livestock, as well as people, 
would fall in and drown. 


Compensation was 
offered under the 1605 New 
River Act, though some 
landowners were happy 
for work to be carried out 
without payment. Thomas 
Hassall, vicar of Amwell 
near Ware, took no money 
despite 200 yards of river 
being cut through his 
property, declaring on his 
consent form that he did so 
‘for the mere love I beare’ 
to the city of London ‘being 
borne therein’. 

By 1610, engineering 
costs and compensation 
payouts had used up all 
available funds and work 
once again ground to a halt. 
Myddleton’s opponents 
took the opportunity to 
promote a Bill that would 
repeal the 1605 Act and 
stop the project completely. 
Myddleton was going to 
have to appeal to the highest 
authority in the land to 
ensure that work on the 
New River would continue 
and that London would at 
last enjoy a reliable supply 
of clean, fresh water. See 
next issue for part two on 
the story of the New River.

the ownership and profits 
from the project. It was 
also his planned course that 
Myddleton’s river followed. 

The southern end of this 
route was to run through 
Stoke Newington, crossing 
Green Lanes several 
times in long loops before 


entering Clissold Park and 
passing in front of Clissold 
House. It would then run 
alongside Church Street 
before heading back into 
Islington down what is now 
Petherton Road and on to 
Finsbury where it finished 
near Sadler’s Wells theatre.

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Recipes straight from the 
ovens at Waterhouse

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Chef Amrit Bachu said: “This dish is not labour intensive at all, however good things 
come to those who wait, so the cooking time is a little longer than one might like 
but trust me, it’s worth it.” 


Ingredients 

•600g venison, leg or shoulder, diced 
•500mlsred wine 
•500mls stock, preferably game 
•2 bay leaves 

• 5 gently crushed juniper berries 

• 2 tbsp vegetable oil 

•2 medium white onions, diced 

• 1 large carrot, diced 

•1 leek, white only, diced 
•2 sticks of celery, diced 

• 3 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

• 2 tsp finely chopped rosemary 

• 1 tbsp chopped sage leaves 
•3 tbsp tomato puree 

•2 tbsp flour 

• 2 tbsp chopped flat leaf parsley 
•500g pappardelle fresh pasta 
•Salt and pepper 

• Shaved parmesan to serve 


Method 

•Place a casserole pan on the stove and add 2 tbsp of 
vegetable oil. Add the diced venison. Sear the meat on 
all sides until well browned 

•Add in the bay leaves and crushed juniper along with the 
wine and stock. Cover and place in oven for 3.5 hours 

• Make the ragu base by gently frying the onion, carrot, 
leek and celery together with a little oil until soft. Add the 
garlic, sage and rosemary, season and set aside 

• Remove venison from the stock (reserving the stock 
for later) and shred the meat. Add the shredded meat 
to the softened vegetables. Allow the meat to coat the 
vegetables then add in the flour and tomato puree. Stir 
well; making sure everything is well coated 

• Add in the stock from the venison, turn down the heat 
and allow it to braise for a further 20-30 minutes 

• Once cooked, boil a large pan of water for the pasta, 
once boiling, cook as per instructed on the packet
